ANAMA, May 9.—Governor Ma- 
goon today delivered to Presi- 
dent Amador a copy of communica- 
tions he had received from Secretar- 
ies Root and Taft regarding the ex- 
ercise by the United States of author- 
ity to maintain the public peace In 
the territory of the republic outside 
of Colon nd Panama. 
Secretary Taft says it will be im- 
proper to Interfer in the internal af- 
fairs of Panama and to take steps to 
maintain peace In its territory in case 
an insurrection occurs, but as a rev- 
olution would obstruct the real pur- 
pose' of the United States to build the 
canal once the fact is established that 
the government of Panama is unable 
to maintain Itself, and a request from 
President Amador would be the best 
evidence of such fact, then it would 
be the plain-duty of the United States 
to 
re-establish 
public peace 
anc

Chaste Lines for San Franctepo 


I 


F San Francisco is rebuilt in obedience to the 


plain lesson of the earthquake it may be very 


beat'tiful indeed, but it will be of unusual appear- 
ance for an American city, says the New York 
Mail. It will be altogether deficient in ginger- 
bread work, and nothing about it will be built for 
weak vanity. It will also be a chnnneyless city. 
Not a brick chimney, apparently, was left stand- 
ing in the whole city. The actual effect of the 
earthquake upon construction is stated with great 
conciseness in the following summary of the situ- 
ation after the quake, written on the spot by an 
engineer in the revenue cutter service of the 
United States, Mr. H. N. Wood, to the chief em 
gineer of that service at Washington: 


Modern steel structures \ery little damaged, 


light masonry structures collapsed wholly or in 
part, ornamental masonry cornices shaken off to 
the sidewalk everywhere; light frame structures 
many collapsed or wrecked; all masonry chim- 
neys gone; substantial frame structures, 'appear- 
ed little injured excepHtr phistefiftg-and chim- 
neys , well built masonry structures, walla in good 
order except ornamental cornices, towers., stee-, 
pies, etc—(the vanity feature) 


When the architects who plan the new San 


Francisco get their heads together for the work 
of reconstruction, they will naturally baif "light 


masonry and light framfe construction, and they 
will certainly bar all cornices, towers and stee- 
ples, except such as are a part of powerful steel 
frames. In other words, new California will go 
back to old California, and to ideas brought from 
Spain, for its architecture. 
Even the skyscraper 


may be expected to have a Moorish look; for the 
architecture which in this country we call Span- 
ish is essentially Moorish, and the Alhambra sup- 
plies plenty of suggestions for all structures. 
' But can the new San Francisco get on with- 
out masonry chimneys? Evidently it will be 
compelled to. No one knows how soon the shock 
of April 18 will be repeated. 
The city cannot 


afford to gamble with fate. It must build to re- 
sist earthquakes, and not on the mere chance that 
none will come during the life of the present gen- 
eration—and "after us, the deluge." If all San 
Francisco had been steel framed or pf heavy 
masonry, and had been without chimneys, it 
vvould have been standing today, notwithstanding 
the earthquake.

Esthetically the architects will have a great 


opportunity in the enforced elimination of the 
"vanity features-"—an opportunity not only to 
make a^chastely beautiful San Francisco, but to 
set an example of simplicity and sincerity to the 
whole country.
